poured out. The door was forced open, and 
a mattress Was found braced against it on 
the inside. The watchman found his way to 
the burner and turned off the gas, which was 
flowing a full stream, The dead body of the 
lodger was found on the narrow bed with 
eyes closed and one arm hanging nearly to 
the floor. The dress had not been removed, 


and ashawl was pinned over the window, 
and it was found that strips 
of paper had been fastened over the cracks 
with glycerine to prevent the gas from es- 
caping. The keyhole was stuffed with rags. 
Several letters were scattered about and on a 
bit of paper which bore no address the 
woman had writtenin German: ‘I am tired 
of waiting for a letter and I want to die.”

At nine o’clock the 
different posts of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, some 1,200 strong, formed on Seventh 
street, and, headed by the Marine band, 
marched through Pennsylvania avenue to 
Georgetown, passed over the aqueduct 
bridge and proceeded to Arlington, where the 
tomb of the “unknown” was covered with 
flowers and decorated. At the Soldiers 
Home the veterans, under the com- 
mand of General Samuel D. Sturges.

At Carthage, Mo.

THE INQUEST. 


Statements of Deputy Sheriff's 
Ragland and Anthony. 


Continuation To-Day of the Coroner’s In- 
vestigation Into the Killing of the 
Miner by the Military—The Belleville 
Riots—Funeral of the Slain Man—Pro- 
position to Arbitrate.

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

BELLEVILLE, Inu., May 30.—The sun has 
just come out aftera miserable rainy morn - 
ing, and the indications are that the funeral 
of Henderson, thé dead miner, will be the 
occasion of a most impressing demonstration 
Despite the rain and the terrible condition. 
of the roads, the miners have been flocking 
in from the surrounding country all day. If 
the promise of good weather is sustained 
from 1,500 to 2,000 miners will be in time to 
follow the body to the grave. Telegrams 
have been received from Pittsburg, Pa., 
the’ supposed home of the deceased. 
The funeral was originally set for 
twelve o’clock, but has been postponed 
until 3:30. The women and children of West 
Belleville and the district will ride in all 
kinds of vehicics. The men will march to 
music, each wearing an emblem. Many 
transparencies have been painted, and 
will be carried in * the line. 
bearing the following legends: “‘In memory 
of Wm. Anderson; killed by strategic stu- 
pidity and gross inability. We follow to the 
grave a victim of ignorance, cowardice, dis- 
honesty and avarice. Our fellow-citize ns, 
we are not brutes, we be men, and are long 
suffering. May it please you, we are nota 
mob, we do but bury our dead.” No 


disturbance is anticipated. There is little 
drunkenness nvticeabie to-day, and the 
crowd in attendance upon the inquest is 
quite small, the miners ail remaining in 
West Leilleville. They have heid 
two or three mass-meetings in the 
hall over the engine house. Lhere 
is considerable talk of an early settlement of 
the difficulties. The Board of ‘Trade of 
Belleville have appointed a committee to ar- 
vitrate matters between the miners and the 
operators, if the latter will consent to meet 
the miners’ committee of three already ap- 
pointed. The Board of ‘Trade bave sub- 
mitted 
THK FOLLOWING PROPOSITION, 

which meets the views of the’ miners: 
We, your committee, teeling deeply the grav- 
ity of the subject comunitted to us, and the 
short time allotted to us in considering and 
submitting a proposition or suggestion that 
may lead toa solution or adjustment of the 
present mining difficulties in our midst, we 
submit as follows: That the various railroad 
companies carrying coal to the city of St. 
Louis be requested to furnish a copy of the 
weights of coal produced by hand-working 
mines to Charlies Nesbit on the 5th and 20th 
day of each month, and that said Charies 
Nesbit be requested to furnish to each hand- 
working mine a copy of same. 

That auniform screen be established on 
all hand-working mines, and would recom- 
mend a seven-eighth screen. That we 
further recommeml that all operators ein- 
ploying machines shall be allowed to operate 
their mines without reference to the recom- 
mendations hereby submitted for the regula- 
tion of hand-mining. ‘That we further rec- 
ommend as the probable solution of the min- 
ing diffichiities in our State the passage of a 
bill by the Legislature of our State provid- 
ing fur the appointment of a committee of 
arbitration, to whom aii difficulties between 
operators and miners shali be submitted, 
whose decision siail be final. 

fhe operators have not been heard from as 
yet. Should they refuse the proposition anu 
demand of the miners an unconditional sur- 
render of every point, but the increase in 
the price of mining, matters will be ina 
worse state than before. The Belleville 
men believe that the trouble is at an end 
really, and that all mines will be running by 
the first of next week. 

At2p, m. the inquest was resumed. The 
testimony of several men who were in 
the crowd of strikers was taken. 
‘Lhere is nothing new in their 
testimony. Gen. Reece and Col. Barkley 
will be examined at Springfield and their 
depositions forwarded here. ‘The ex- 
amination of local witnesses will be com- 
pleted. As the hour for Henderson’s 
funeral approaches the streets are beginning 
to fill up wifh men and women. The 
body has been placed in a 
handsome casket and is at 
the residence of James Davis in West Belle- 
ville. Flowers have been carried to the 
house in great profusion. A Large 
| crowd of miners in their holiday attire are 
awaiting the ceremony. <A _ telegram 
has just been received from N. 8. 
Henderson, of Pittsburg, brother of 
the deceased, which completes the 
identification, ordering proper burial 
and announcing that relatives would ar- 
rive in Belleville Within a day or 
two. ‘The weather bas again become threai- 
ening, but that will have no effect on the 
size of the cortage. 


The Official Inquiry. 

The testimony taken before the Coroner 
yesterday, at the inquest on Wm. Henderson, 
was confined to investigation of the question 
of who fired the first shot. Captain Fannes- 
tock, of the Edwardsvitle company, 
testified that pistols were fired from the 
crowd first. In this he was supported by a 
half dozen of the militia, and the members 
of the Sheriff's posse, who were on the 
ground. The statements of strikers were 
in direct contradiction of this. The 


women who were on the Reinecke 
bluff when the shooting occurred did not 
allow the evident fact thatfrom their posi- 
tion it was actually impossible for them to 
see What transpired, to prevent them from 
testifying with great positiveness that the 
soldiers opened tire upon the mob before the 
train stopped, and that no pistol shots were 
fired. The inquest was resumed at eight 
o’clock this morning and was not attended 
with the scenes of disorder of yesterday. 
SARAH SOWMAN, 
wife of Barney Sowman, who is quite prom- 
inent in the grite testified that she was 
talking with puty Sheriff Anthony when 
the train came in. The _ first two 
shots were fired by soldiers, who got off 
the train on the south side Eva 
Dickerson testified to the same effect. Hugh 
Forsyth, a striker, testified that some soldiers 
fired as high as nine shots. He heard Apn- 
thony aay “Shoot them down, and if you 
move I'll blow your brains out.”’ 
ANTHONY'S STATEMENT. 

D. D. Anthony, Deputy Sheriff, testified : 
I reside in East St. Louis; am a Deputy 
Sheriff, and thirty-nine years old. 1 was 
directed to go to the mine by Sheriff 
Ropiequet about 9 a. m. on the 28th instant. 
Ifound about fifty men on or about the 
mine. I reasoned with the men that they 
were there for an unlawful purpose and liabie 
to prosecution, The miners said they wanted 
a chance to confer with those miners. work- 
ing. Warren took ion of Mr. Reinec- 
ke and marched him up to . his. mine. 
Reinecke would not allow. them to see his 


the matter before the sheriff, 
Before I left the number had increased to 
such, a crowd that I made them a speech and 
told thein that the militia was on the borders 
of our county and likely to be called upon to 
disperse them at any time. After tele- 
grams were passed we were notilied that 
soldiers would be sent to co-operate with the 
sheriff, and I and Deputy Sheriff Kagland 
were sent down and instructed to arrest 
individual about the mine. 
on top with the wo 
men until the train approached. 
Ragland went down on the track to meet the 
train. Itwent down of the platform. When 
the train stopped I inguired for Col. Barkley. 
Gen. Ries stepped off. I tuld him “it is my 
intention to arrest every man that is here.” 
We walked across the platform. The Mayor 
and Col. Barkley joined in. asked 
Col. Barkley,s assistance to aim 
‘rest all strikers, and commanded the 
men to stand in their tracks and surrender 
as prisoners. I commanded them not to 
run. By this time they commenced to run, 
and to move further up the road. General 
Ries called my attention to aman who was 
going to shoot me. I saw a man standing 
five or six fevt from me witha revolver in 
his hand, in a shooting position. About this 
time there fell several shots,scattering shots. 
It was impossible to teil where they came 
from. I believe that the man who was 
pointed out by Gen. Ries to me was tlic nan 
who fired a bullet which I heard coming by 
me very distinctly. He wasa rather tall, 
over the medium sized man, and wore dark 
clothes. This was the first firing that oc- 
curred, No firing occurre before 
the train came to a full 
stop. The man held the revolver right at 
me. This was the first shot, 1 am positive. 
People from the top of the hill could not see 
tothe place wherel and the general were 
standing at the time the firing commenced. 
I heard probably three or four pistol shots. 
it is not impossible that the second shot was 
arifie shot. Capt. Fahuestock was standing 
right behind me. Idid not give any orders 
to shoot. Firing commenced without 
orders. I gave orders to cease firing, which 
the cflicers repeated also. 1 don't know 
that I could say that it was necessary to do 
any shooting. The impression of the sol- 
‘diers that they were fired on seems to have 
caused the shooting on their part. Builets 
fired by the soldiers could not have struck 
the cars. There wasa thick crowd before 
me when the train came in. Previous to the 
commencement of trouble a conmuuittee said 
“We will see these nen who won't quit work 
in our own Way.” ‘Lhe company nearest me, 
the Edwardsville company, did the firing, 
near by where l nena l could not have 
given orders to an organized company olf 
soldiers to fire on any body of men running 
under the circumstances. 
DEPUTY SHERIFF RAGLAND’S STATEMENT. 
John Ragland, being first sworn, testifies: 
I am forty-one years vid, reside in Belleville 
and am Deputy Sheriff. [went down with 
Doc Anthony, on the 28th inst., to the mine. 
1 knew the soldiers were coming. I inet the 
train and tlagged it 300 yards betow the Ssta- 
tion. I got on the rear platform of the rear 
car and met Col. Barkley ; informed him there 
was a crowd at piatform of men and crowd 
of women at the pit; requested him to send a 
squad to arrest the men below and the 
women on top. When the train stopped li 
got off on the north side and pointed tu tne 
crowd on the hiil,to the ladies,to take them In 
custody. Attbdat moment | heard firing on 
the other side. 1 ordered the men on my side 
not to sheot and then went to the other side 
and repeated the orderin this way—*"Cease 
firing!’ Lecould not say whether the first 
shot tired was a pistol shot. ‘Lhe train had 
come to a stop before | gotout. 1 heard 
no order given to fire itis my opinion that 
he first shot precipitated the firing. 1 was 
the first one to pick up the deceased. I saw 
quite a number of soluiers shoot. 
LIZZIE KLUY, 
being sworn, testifies: I am the wife of 
George Kluy, reside in West Belleville. Am 
thirty-two years old. My husband used to be 
aminer. He keeps a saloon now. L was 
along with the crowd of women on the 28th 
inst. that went to Reinecke’s pit. We were 
on top of the pit when the 
train cam in. Betore train 
stopped there Were shots fired from the cars 
through the windows in every direction; 
also to our side plenty of them. As soon as 
shooting out of the cars commenced the 
miners commenced torun. Did not see any 
of the miners shoot. The soldiers ran ait r 
them, but did not sbvoot at the 
women. The soidiers threatened to suoot us 
when we were going to see the man that was 
killed if we did not stop. 
MARGARET STOCKMANN, 
being sworn, says: I am _ the wife 
of Chas. Stockmann, who is a miner by occu- 
pation. Reside in West Belleville. and am 
forty-three years old, Was along 
with the women who paid Kein- 
ecke’s pit a visit on the 28th 
inst. I was on the hill when the train came 
and stopped. I saw men leave the train and 
shoot, and I saw shooting out of the 
windows. When saw that I 
ran to the side of the engine-house. 
saw four soldiers firing at miners that 
were running. 
Mary Hayward testifies to about the same. 
Recess was then taken until 2 p, m. 


Some Sensational Allegations. 

The following statement regarding the 
coal troubles has been furnished by Wm. T. 
Thompson, of Birkner, lil. Mr. Thompson 
says heis the school teacher at that piace. 
He makes some very sensational statements 
aud some serious allegations, for which 
there is, as yet, no proof. The communica- 
tion is given in his own words: 

“As the coalminers’ strike here has cul- 
minated in the death of an unoffending victim, 
and the coal operators have in their employ 


the boss liar of a morning paper to misrepre- 
sent facts for several days, I will, in the in- 
terest of fairness and justice, give the public 
a few plain, unvarnished facts. [am nota 
miner, nor am 1 interested in mines or 
miners mere than this. Il teach a school ina 
mining town, and there are six coal pits 
within a half mile of me. A few days ago 
the miners stopped work in two of these pits 
against the wishes of the owners, but wi th- 
out injuring any person or property. Then 
they went to Caseyville and Collinsville and 
forcibly stopped work there, but without 
damaging any person or property, which oc- 
casioned the calling out of the militia by the 
Governor of the State, the sheriffs of the 
two counties not being willing to take sides 
with the bosses in the trouble, and, perhaps, 
also because the coalminers hold the bal- 
ance of power in elections of county officers. 
The four companies called out have 
been having a very quiet time holding the 
fort at the Abbey mines, and complained in 
Monday’s Missouri Republican that they had 
thus far no trophy to take away with them. 
On Monday one of the bosses here, Mr. 
Reinecke, commenced work ina “‘machine’’ 
pit, andin the afternoon a crowd of miners, 
with women and children, assembled on the 
railroad track, and the men and boys stayed 
outside the gate, which was guarded bya 
squad of deputy sheriffs, whilethe women 
went in to try to persuade the bilacklegs, as 
they are called, to quit work untilthe strike 
is settied. The women and giris, who are 
perfect ladies, numbered avout sixty or 
seventy, were counseled by the men, who 
numbered about the same, not to do any 1n- 
jury to person or property. While they were 
waiting for the men to come up some of the 
deputy sheritis advised the women to get 
Mr. Reinecke out and whip him. Deputy 
Ragland, in particular, shook hands with 
such of the men as he knew, and told them 
that his sympathy was with them, but that 
he was an othcer of the law and had a duty 
todo. At 5 o’clock the train for East Si. 
Louis came up, bringing two companies 
of our holiday soldiers called National 
Guards. T land went down the track 
about half a mile and boarded the train and 

pre ae to _ as soon as the 

whether the officers 
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any rate, before the train sto they com- 
menced firing in @very direction with balls, 
Altogether about 100 shots were fired. A 
Deputy Sheriff from East St. Louis told the 
men to arrest all they could and shoot all 
who ran away. As the mixers and their 
families were not armed, except five or six 
who happened to have revolvers, and were 
not expecting an atiack they scattered like 
sheep. ‘There were several farmers with 
their families and about forty children from 
this school in the crowd. A good many of 
them had a very narrow escape. A very 
quiet young man, whose name is as 
yet unknown here, and whose. home is 
in Collinsville, probably had got 
about sixty yards away when 
he was shot in the back of the head by a fel- 
low from Edwardsville, killing him instantly. 
Another, nained Guest, living near here, was 
wounded in the side and taken prisoner. At 
first the militia refused to let the young fel- 
low’s mother and other friends go to him, 
but finally he was taken to the hospital. Mr. 
Reinecke told the svldiers to say that the 
liners firedon them first, and as seon as 
they got suber enough some of them attempt- 
ed to do 30, but more than a hundred wit- 
vesses Will swear that the militia did ail the 
shooting. Besides they captured several men 
and kept them there ali night; nor would 
they admit them to bali or give them a trial, 

though urged todo so. They also captured 
several women, and compelied them, at the 

pulnt of the bayonet, to walk toward Belle- 
Vile about three miles, though told that 
sulue of them resided in the opposite direc- 
tion. One, a feeble old widow lady, old 
efiough to be the grandmother of any ofchose 
ruffiaus, was thus compelled to waik about six 

miles. ‘be miners have been ground down by 

the bosses until they are desperate. ‘hey are 

now compelled to resort to the shot-gun 

policy. Lhe bosses universally cheat the 

inen as to weight. The writer of this has 

seen some of tueir tguring, in which they 

cheated the neu more than seven bushels ou 

each lot oi coal, and he ts willing to teil the 

miners how to make dynamite and to help 

them use it, and he knows of a substance 

Which, appiied to wood, will cause it to burn 

in a few ours, and he wants to see it tried;

THE SOLDIERS’ 


A Descriptionjof the Summer Resi- 
dence of Five Presidents. 


- — 
—- 


Social and Personal Gossip from Washington 
—Foreign Ministers and Their Summer 
Sojourns. * 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28.—The Presi- 
dent is expected back in a day or two, and 
will go to the Soldiers’ Home to live as soon 
as he returns. Five Presidents have found 
the Soldiers’ Home a delightful retreat in 
summer, though it is said that Grant pre- 
ferred the seashore to this home in the 
woods. Buchanan was the first President to 
fly to this leafy retreat when the summer 
suns began to beat hard upon Washington. 
Since that the streets have been 
paved with asphaltum, and the fifty 
miles of this black solid*stuff, so beautiful 
in appearance, so pleasant to ride over, so 
cleanly and so healthful, certainly does ab- 
sorb an immense amount of heaiin summer, 
and it is not to be wondered that every 
President since Buchanan has followed his 
example, and gotten off the pavements to 
this grassy, shady cooling retreat overlook- 
ing the city, the Potomac, the Virginia hills, 
and affording a glimpse of the mountain 
country beyond. The home is a large 
building used asa retreat for broken down 
soldiers from the regular army. 
It was the creation of Gen. 
Winfield Scott, who suggested that the 
$100,000 tax levied upon the inhabitants of the 


city of Mexico for firing from the housetops 
upon the American troops as they entered 
that city should be used for a purpose of this 
sort. ‘Che suggestion was acted on by Con- 
gress and some money added at various 
times. Ground was purchased and buiidings 
erected until now the _ Soldiers’ Home 
grounds oceupy over 500 acres of choice land 
and the buildings number probably a dozen. 
There is the Home pruper and a half mile 
away the hospital. Then near the Home 
are a number of handsome residences for 
the Governor of the Home, the Deputy- 
Governor and other officers. It is 
in one of these that the 
President finds a retreat from the heat of the 
city. ‘The bui!dings are located at the sum- 
initofa high hill overlooking the city and 

commanding a beautiful view of the Poto- 
mac. ‘Lhe white dome of the Capitol stands 

sharplv out against the green background of 
the Virginia hills, and the stately pillars of 

the Arlington homestead, where lie the na- 

tion’s dead, gleam in the sunlight beyond. 

Through tne forests surrounding the Home 

wind miles of the finest roads, a favorite af- 

ternoon drive with Washington people. 

On the hundred or more acres of cultivated 

lands, old svuldiérs who have laid down the 

sword now {fcliow the peaceful pursuits of 

the farm and garden. A large herd of fine 

stock ranges upon the broad pasture and in 

the woods near by. Abvut the home and its 

adjoining buildings where battle-worn can- 

non frown silently On the visitor, the mac- 

adamized roads and paved walks are shaded 

by tmagnificens furest trees and bordered 
with beautiful fowers. It is here, in the 
inidst of nature beautified by art, that the 
President will make his home during the 
portion of the hot months that he remains at 

the capitol of the nation. The builaing which 
he occupies is terined a “cottage,” though,as it 
is a two-story stone mansion, elegantly fin- 
ished within and without, it seems rather 
difficult to understand why it should be 
termed a cottage. The large, cool rooms 
have been handsomely fitted up with furni- 
ture from the White Houge. and the home 
will be as cool, as delightful, and as free 
from the invasion of office-hunters as any 
that the President could tind by a thousand 
iniies of wandering, and will, with these ad- 
vantages, combine that of being near his 
home and his business. He will make that 
his home, spending his evenings. his 
nights aud his mornings there, being driven 
in to the White House about ten or eleven 
o'clock and back again about four in the 
afternoon. Many days he does not go to the 
White House at all, remaining all day at the 
“cottage,”’ taking a drive perhaps in the 
early morning or late afternoon. He has a 
room there fitted up as an office, and as he is 
connected by telephone and telegraph with 
the White House and ali the departments 
where the Cabinet officers preside, and, with 
telegraph and railroad offices ail over tie 
city as well, he is at once in the country 
and at the seat of government, 
isolated, ,yet in speaking distance of 
the whole world. His presence at the Home 
is a source of pride and gratification to all 
coucerned, and while the whole army, each 
man of which pays his twelve and one-half 
cents per month lor the support of the Home, 
would be glad to have himits guestin the 
full sense of the word, he only permits him- 
self to be such in the use of the cottage and 
its furnisuing. all accessories being furnished 
from tue White House.

THE BELLEVILLE INQUEST. 

When a mob has for threedays defied the 
civil authorities of two counties, terrorized 
workmen and employers, and when, after 
a conflict with the military, one of the mob 
is found dead witha half-emptied revolver 
upon bis person, it isnot avery yiolent sup- 
position that the unfortunate man was killed 
while making violent and criminal resistance 
to authority, and attempting to kill the 
officers of the law. This supposition is con- 
firmed by the testimony given at the inquest 
yesterday by the friends of the strikers, who 
greatly injured their case by attempting to 
prove too much. 

WILLIAM STARKE, aged eighteen, testified 
that he heard no pistol shots, but that the 
soldiers commenced firing from the car be- 
fore the train stopped. Mary E. WINTER 
testified that she saw the miners running 
away before the train stopped, and that no 
pistol shots were fired at any time. Isa- 
BELLA WHITTLE, ELIZABETH WHITTLE, 
SARAH BATEMAN, and other women testified 
that they saw the whole proceedings and 
that no pistol shets were fired. Unfort- 
unately several of these witnesses testified 
that they were on the hill on the north side 
of the track, andthat they not only looked 
into the cars but through them, and saw all 
that was done on the south side of the 
track where the firing took place. 
The most damaging testimony against the 
dead miner, however, was given by two per- 
sonal friends of his, SARAH BATEMAN and 
Wititiam T. Toompson. SARAH BATE- 
MAN testified thatshe had given him the re- 
volver to take it to her sister in East St. 
Louis, and that the empty chambers had 
been emptied firing atcats. She identified 
the revolver. 
he had loaned the deceased the revolver, 
and he identified the revolver as his, and 
thus the charitable desire of Mrs. BATEMAN 
to shield the character of the deceased re- 
veais the flimsy character of the testimony 
given by the witnesses generally. 

It is to be regretted that human life was 
lost. There was nothing in the quarrel to 
justify the sacrifice of a life, and itis to be 
regretted that the suldiers showed, as they 
undoubtedly did, a lack of discipline for 
which those responsible should be cashiered. 
But there is nething in this to lessen the re- 
sponsibility of the disorderly men and wo- 
men who undertook to set aside the law and 
to rule by violence, and the victim was un- 
doubtedly one of the disturbers. 


THE DEAD HAND. 

To prevent land monopoly and the hold- 
ing of landin perpetuity by one owner, our 
English ancestors framed statute after stat- 
ute against the vesting of land titles in the 
“dead hand” of any corporation. It be- 
came the settled public policy and law of the 
realm that no corporation should be permit- 
ted to hold land except in limited quantities, 
for specific uses, and by tenures forfeitable 
at the will of the law-making power. 

With England’s example and system of 
land law as part of our inheritance, it does 
seem that we should have steered clear of 
the evils and abuses of that old mortmain 
curse which our forefathers struggled for 
centuries to abolish. But, on the contrary, 
oose legislation, questionable Supreme 
1Court decisions and crooked department rul- 
ings in regard to railroad land grants, have 
made our public domain the easy prey 
of corporations and ‘enabled them to ac- 
quire and hold as perpetual monopolies 
enormous areas of land such as no con- 
queror of olden time ever parcelled among 
his victorious followers—tracts more vast 
and valuable than the church and its monas- 
teries ever dreamed of holdingin the darkest 
ages. 

In vain have our land grants in aid of 
railroads been guarded by provisions that 
each parcel shall be earned by the com- 
pletion and operation of certain specified 
miles of road withina specified time, and 
that even then the corporation shall acquire 
only a limited ownership of the land, a 
partial or conditional estate, forfeitable in 
the case of each parcel remaining unsold 
after the lapse of a specified number of 
years. All these provisions against the evils 
of mortmain and land monopoly have been 
set at naught by judicial decisions and offi- 
cial rulings issued under the influence of 
powerful corporations. 

In spite of the express terms and condi- 
tions of the grant, in spite of reason and 
justice, it has been officially held and enforced 
as law that nothing but a special declaration 
of forfeiture from Congrass, no lapse of 
time or conditions, no failure or default 
upon the part of the grantee corporation, 
can divest it of a right to sell or assign the 
granted land and pass a valid title to the 
purchaser or assignee, without having earned 
or recelyed a patent for afoot of it. The 


THOMPSON also testified that 


taxation, butis such a “disposal” as will, 
within the terms of the grant, exempt the 
land from all liability to forfeiture, though 
it be withheld from sale and cultivation fer- 
ever! 

Here we have in full operation a system 
by which corporations are gobbling up our 
public lands, and, by the evasive expedient 
of a mortgage, holding them in perpetuity, 
exempt from taxation, exempt from for- 
feiture, the worst case of mortmain and the 
most gigantic and pernicious monopoly that 
was ever conceived in the brain of man. 

The last Congress knew all this, and knew 
that only declarations of forfeiture made 
in time could save many millions 
of acres of lapsed land grants for 
the public domain and the people. But no 
action was taken, and this inaction was im- 
mediately construed, in an official opinion 
from Attorney-General BREWSTER, as & 
waiver of forfeiture and as a renewal of the 
original grants with a view to their transfer 
to other companies. He officially advised 
and directed the Interior Department that it 
must recognize as valid the title which the 
New Orleans Pacific Company had acquired 


toaland grant of 3,800,000 acres by assign-- 


ment from the Baton Rouge and Vicksburg 
Company, the original grantee, which had 
long ago let the specified time go by without 
ever taking a step towards earning a single 
acre. ‘The beneficiary of this opinion is now 
clinching its title with a recorded mortgage, 
although there is not, inanything it has done 
or can do towards the original purpose of the 
grant, even the shadow of an equitable claim 
to the land. Under the same outrageous 
opinion the Southern [Pacific prefers 
a similarly assigned claim to 16,000,- 
000 acres granted to, but never 
earned aud never to be earned by, the 
Texas Pacific. The successful assertion of 
this claim will give the Central Pacific peo- 
ple, who built the Southern Pacific and 
bought the Texas Pacific, about 40,000,000 
acres of land in perpetuity, exempt from 
taxation or forfeiture, in addition to the 
monopoly of transcontinental transportation 
which was created with public money and 
given to them fur nothing, and by the extor- 
tionate management of which they are clear- 
ing $20,000,000 a year. 

The party that has connived at all this 
shou!d be hurled from power. If the Demo- 
crats of the next House do not show the 
nerve and disposition to reform all this with 
a firm, strong hand, their right to succeed 
the Republican party in the administration 
of affairs at Washington may be overshad- 
owed by a more aggressively anti-monopoly 
party. Sooner or later the people will find 
the means of putting an end to these scan- 
dals and this wholesale spoliation.

Circus Licenses. 
St. Louis, May 30, 1883.

Will you please inform me through the columns 
of your pape:r whatthe owners of a circus have 
to pay the city, per day, for the privilege of ex- 
hibitung?

[Circus managers are now required to pay $50a 
day for the main show and $10 for the side show. 
This law went into effect about two months ago. 
Cole and Barnum, however, took out licenses 
here last March, covering a period of six months, 
and paying $150 for the privilege of showing one 
day, one week, or every day from the aate of the 
license to the expiration of the same. When they 
secured this license, through W. R. Uottrill, the 
city bill poster, there was a law in existence 
making managers pay $100 a dayfor the main 
show and $15 a day for the side show. 
This was an amendment of an older law provid- 
ing for the payment of $25 a week for a period uf 
thirty days and $150 for six months. When the 
Assembly, a year ago, undertook to change the 
original law they made their amendment apply 
only to the thirty-day clause, allowing the six. 
month license to remain as it was, and through 
this hole Messrs. Barnum and Cole crawled, there 
by saving themselves §210 each in the week. 
If either of them want tocome back again this 
summer they can show here under the same li- 
cense without paying an additional cent.—Ep. 
P.-D.}

miners in that territory iying adjacent to St. 
Louis, in the counties of St, Clair and Madison, in 
Illinois. Many good people attribute it to the 
lawless character of the men who engage in the 
work of mining coal, but nothing could be more 
unjust. These men, as a class, are as law-abiding 
and peaceable and industrious as any class of 
men in the community. Others attribute the diff- 
culties to the greed of the coal operators, but, as a 
general thing, the operators would be glad to see 
their men well paid if they could afford to pay 
them. The cause is not upon the surface, but it 
can be seen and removed. 

No general or lopg continued interference with 
the laws of trade can take place without results 
which are disastrous to the community that suf- 
fers it. One of those laws provides that he who 
is near to market shall have the benefit of his 
natural position. Applied to the matter in hand, 
that law permits the coal within a belt of say 
four or five miles gast of the bluffs to come into 
the St. Louis market to the practical exclusion of 
that further back, until the first is exhausted, 
The railroad companies, in pursuance of a fixed 
policy, have persistently violated this law, as well 
as the laws which prevent discrimination by com- 
mon carriers, by trananor ting coal from great 
distances for substantial Y the same price as that 
charged for transportiug it short distances. This 
policy has stimulated to a fever heat the business 
of mining and selling coal, and has produced 
an unnatural competition, which can ouly have 
the results with which the public is fa iliar. 

No common carrier has a right to deprive a 
man who 1s near to market of the natural advan- 
tages of his position. No such carrier has any 
right to bring near to market by discriminations 
those who are naturally far from market, nor has 
auy such carrier any right to do any act by which 
the law above mentioned is violated. If all the 
coal hauled into St. Louis was transported in 
wagons trom the mines, the law giving the coal 
operator nearest to market the benefit of his nat- 
ural position would be substantially obeyed, and 
the business would remain healthy, and there is 
no reason why the same results should not be at- 
tained where the wagon is enlarged and run upon 
iron rails. But there intervens the short-sighted 
policy whieh builds up a temporary carrying 
trade at the expense of social order, and even of 
subsequent disadvantage to the trade itself, 

It would seem that there ought to be a sure 

and speedy reinedy fer this state of things. It is 
generally believed that the railroad and ware- 
house commission of Illinois is competent to deal 
with this problem. This is a popular error. It 
has either been carefully constituted of material 
unwilling or unable to master this difficulty, or it 
believes itself to have no power to do so, for its 
attention has more than once been invited to the 
subject without any good results. <A general 
combination of the miners and coal 
owners who are entitied to have their 
coal first into -market. might have a g 
effect, but until some adequate remedy 
is appliea these strikes will continue. No law 
can long be violated with iunpunity, and the laws 
of trade, when persistently violated, always take 
a sure revenge. 
_ This discrimination of the railroad companies 
is responsible for all the evils that have for years 
afflicted the coal trade in this neighborhood, and 
until it ceases the evils will continue, , -

Annual Meeting of American Associa. 
tion of Nurserymen and Florists. 


On Wednesday, June 20, the eighth annua! 
meeting of the American Association of 
hurserymen, florists, seedmen and kindred 
interests will begin in this city and continue 
for three days. The association is large and 
flourishing, having for its objects the ‘ex- 
change and sale of nursery products, imple- 
ments and labor saving devices; the exhibi- 
tion and introduction of new varieties of 


fruits, trees, plants, etc.; the cultivation of 
personal acquaintances of others engaged in 
the trade; the perfection of better methods 
of culture, grading, packing and sale of 
stock; to procure quicker transit, more rea- 
sonable rates and avoiding needless expos- 
ure of nursery products when in transit and 
to avoid the evils of dishonest tree agents. 
At their meetings hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of stock, according to their own 
statement, change hands. 

Reduced hotel and railroad rates have been 
obtained for the coming meeting, and itis 
expected there will be an unusually large 
and encouraging attendance, 

Lhe questions proposed for discussion, 
which will be taken up the second day, are: 
The responsibility of forwarders, and im-

_ Pine Bluffas a Commercial Cen- 
ter. 


Its Advantages for Manufacturing—lIts Ne- 
cessities, Etc.—The Resources and Procucts 
of Jefferson County. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

PINE BLUFF, ARK., May 28.—While age 
makes its footprints in the sands of life’s 
journey and marks the mile-stones from 
lullaby to the twilight of earthiy existence, 
we glean from observation and acquire by 
experience, for the storehouse of memory 

- the factors which enable us to estimate 
latent resources, compute possibilities and 
measure results. 

Interwoven with these, is the imagery 
with which they were associated when we 
met them; so intimately, indeed, that upon 
recalling any one of these elements the 
whole will at once present the picture of the 
past initsentirety. Such were the reflec- 
tions of your correspondents as the morn- 
ing train on the Little Rock, Mis- 
sissippi River and Texas Railroad steamed 
into the pretty, timber-skirted little 
city of Pine Bluff. Our reverie carried us 
away to its simile in the far-off land of 
wooden nutmegs, and in staid old Connecti- 
cut we recalled a like site, with its 4,000 pop- 
ulation as here, with rich agricultural sur- 
roundings as developed north and east, and 
the grand old timber to its south and west; 
good educational privileges, for Pine Bluff 
has its graded school of three departments 
and public tuition for colored children; an 
academy for preparing young men for col- 
lege; a high school for young ladies under 
the auspices of the Catholie Church, by the 
Sisters of Charity; and a branch of the State 
Industrial University for educating colored 
children, atan aggregate cost of fully $50,- 
000, affording ample seating privileges for 
every minor in the city to obtain a thorough 
edueation. ‘The church spires, too, are nu- 
merous here and there, for we can count 
nine edifices devoted to worship. 

Strolling about this beautiful city, we 
noted, also, two weekly newspapers, 
an  opera-house 50x120, with  seat- 
ing capacity for about 400, 
in course 0 construction, 

a volunteer tire department, two banks and 
two hotels, though we are sorry to say not 
such as would do credit to the place; a thor- 
oughly good building, well furnished and 
competently managed, is much needed. We 
learned that the town was lighted with gas, 
that there were eight civic organizations, 
sustained by the better class of the popula- 
tion; that the permanent improvements for 
the present season would footup fully 
$70,000; that there is not an idle mechanic or 
vacant house in the city; that the trade lo- 
cally for the year 1882 would foot up over 
$1,000,000, and their exports by rai! and river 
jor the same time would show $1,250,000. So 
much of our simile runs somewhat parallel, 
but the key tothe greater prosperity of the 
eastern prototype is not told till we refer to 
MANUFACTURING INTERESTS. 

Here is a bright,growing city, located on the 
south bank of the Arkansas River, 150 miles 
from its mouth and 71 miles directly west of 
the Father of Waters, named Pine Biuff, be- 
cause it is the first point westof the Missis- 
sippi where pine timber is found. 
Brick blocks, with architectural at- 
tractions, stand by the side of 
oid-time frame structures, notas monuments 
of departed giory, but as stepping-stones to 
present and future greatness. Connection 
is secured to all desitabie markets by the 
river, plied by steamboats, and the Little 

k, Mississippi Kiver and ‘lexas, and the 

St. Louis and ‘Texas Kaiiroads, which cross 
each other here. 

Manutacturing at present is limited toa 
cotton-seed oil mill, shops for engines and 
machinery; sash, blinds and doors; marble 
works, and the shops of the St. Louis ana 
Texas Raiiroad for the construction and re- 
pairs of coaches, cars and engines, said to be 
the most extensive south of St. Louis. This 
fair showing should in equity be only a nu- 
cleus to tue capital and artisanship which 
should find employment in sublimating their 
abundant resources, and by their immense 
profits would enable the projectors to defy 
competition where long transportation of 
crude material is required. 

There are abundani riches yet to accrue to 
those investing capital in the south, and, as 
the railroad development has been remarka- 
ble, many new markets have been opened 
for all varieties of manufactured 

oods. A cotton factory would. be 
remunerative from the start in Pine Bluff, 
and could obtain all the material necessary 
for manufacture at rates as low as the low- 
est. The abundance of hard wood timber 
indicates the advisability of establishments 
for the manufacture of agricultural imple- 
ments, Wagons, carriages, furniture or any 
other varicty of wood working. 

ALL A MISTAKE. 

The prevaleut idea of Suutnern prejudice 
isalia mistake. Ine people of the South 
areas iree-hearted and liberal-handed in 
their treatment of Northern capitalists seek- 
ing profitable investments as they could be 
among their own people.

WHAT OF JEFFERSON COUNTY? 

Itis third west of the Mississippi River 
and == fwurth from the svuthern 
boundary, hence lying in the 
southeastern portion ot the State. 
Itembraces much of the better portion of 
the fertile valley of the Arkansas, is 24x30 
miles in size and contains 445,440 acres, an 
important feature of which is that very littie 
of itis liable to overflow. The bottoms or 
lower lands are alluvial deposit, while the 
upper or tab e jands are lighter and more 
sandy, though very fertile. ‘The subsoil is 
gray and yellow clay in the upiands witha 

dish clay in many places, while the sub- 
Sirataisof gravel and insome localities a 
light shade and lignite. 

Jefferson county not only possesses a rich 
and varied soil, but the topographical feat- 
ures are excellent. It is penerany 
level, with undulations an hills 
in the western and southwestern 
parts.

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ceived his coronation of capital and Jabor in 
this prolific valley. The best alluvial 
lands yield from one to two bales 
to the acre, and that with farms under 
ne ge management, having received 
néither careful cultivation or fertilization. 
The upland yield averages three-fourth bale 
or about 450 pounds to the acre. If more 
corn and the cattle and hogs to consume it 
were raised it would be more advantageous 
both to the country and city. 

Corn yields in the bottoms an average of 
thirty-five bushels, and in the uplands twen- 
ty bushels, and that with the same indiffer- 
ent cultivation. Corn in the South repre- 
sents more money thanin the corn belts of 
the North, as it is always high here. Tobac- 
co thrives as do all the cereals, root crops 
and vegetabies.

man not being obliged to swim from tree to 
tree, clinging wildly to alife-preserver while 
be makes his mark. 

_ There has been in the past too little atten- 
tion paid to raising cultivated grasses and 
stock. Won’tgrow? Yes, it wili. Clover, 
timothy, millet and other grasses have been 
tried, and fairly luxuriate. Corn can be 
easily grown, and cattle and hogs will 
surely thrive under those conditions. Some 
attention is being given to raising the grade 
of cattle, and it is needed and will pay, for 
cattle, hogs,corn and grass—cash every time. 

A traveierin this State being asked if he 
saw many good points in Arkansas cattie 
answered: “Yes, indeed; points you could 
hang your haton.”’ Improve the grade and 
you will increase the size, and put meat on 
the frame and milk inthe udder. When that 
is done the dairy interests will become im- 
portant. 

The altitude of the county averages 700 
feet and the climate is balmy and delightful 
in winter, while che hot, cotton-growing days 
are relieved by cool and breezy nights—at 
least sO we are told. Hence fruit is very 
prolific and grows in abundance, especially 
yveaches and grapes, which are remarkably 

ne, 

Lands are still cheap; unimproved hill 
lands may be bought for from $1 50 to $5 per 
acre, improved from $3 to $8 per acre. bot- 
tom lands are from #2 to $10, and improved 
from $5 to $30, apy to location. Many 
large plantations could be subdivided into 
say, eighty acre farms, which, by renewing 
and thorough cultivation, would pay. 

Have we said ail? No; but space does not 
allow us as much as we would like to offer. 
The country is improving. ‘Lhe population 
has increased from 22,000in 1880, tw about 
25,000. There are thirty well conducted 
schools withinits limits, and an assessed 
valuation of over $4,000,000, upon a_ basis of 
forty percent. The taxation is13% mills, 
with extra school tax. 

The Little Rock, Mississippi River and Tex- 
as Kailroad crosses the county, and those de- 
siring to come from the North may obtain 
coupon tickets via St. Louis and the St. Lou- 
is, lron Mountain and Southern: via Littie 
Rock w Pine Bluff, or from the East via the 
Louisville and Nashville to Memphis, thence 
by connecting lines to the heart of Arkan- 
sas. The L. R. M. R. & T. Railroad are to 
build a branch from Pine Blutf to Monroe, 
La. These, with the new,Paramore narrow 
gauge, unite the city with the worid.

Little Tradingin Grain, But Consider- 
able interest Manifest. 


Althoughit was a holiday and the Ex- 
change was closed to business, grain operat- 
ors could not tear themselves entirely away 
from the Chamber of Commerce Building. 
All the forenoon a crowd of them were 
lounging around the corridors and offices or 
in the billiard-room. There was some at- 
tempt at trading, notwithstanding the rigid 
rule that prohibits trading in futures out of 
hours or when the Exchange is closed. The 
rain and the cooler weather of this morning 
developed a bullish feeling and for some 
time the inquiries of traders were all on the 
buying side. Finally some October wheat 
sold on the quiet at from  $125% 
up -to $1 26, and the other op- 
tions were up correspondingly, though noth- 


ing was done. Butthe boys commenced to 
weaken about noon, when the rain ceased 
and it looked as though the clouds would 
break. ‘Then they yearned to Sell, and fin- 
ally October wheat was offef@d as low as 
$1 25 tu $1 25%, “‘on the divide,” as one of the 
operators calls it. August could have been 
bought at $1 22%, September at $1 23 and 
July at $120%, and nota buyer could be 
found. The traders had no Chicago, New 
York or other markets to depend on to-day, 
as all these places were closed, so far as re- 
gards the grain markets, and notaline was 
received from any of them. There was quite 
a discussion among the operators as to the 
probable result of the present weather on 
wheat. Some of them claimed that the 
weather was bad and some of them that it 
would do wheat ~good. lear was 
expressed that the rains, 
if followed by weather, 
would cause wheat to rust. In Kentucky it 
is stated that rust has appeared In the 
wheat, owing to the rains anda hot sun. It 
is claimed that the wheat cannot rust, ex- 
cept with rains followed closely by hot 
weather, and that followed by rains again, 
this alternate wet and then bot weather de- 
veloping rust very rapidly. A bull item was 
handed around that wheat was being bought 
here to be sent North, and there used ior 
milling. ‘his was so, 5,C00 bushels of wheat 
having been purchased, to be shipped to 
Henry, lil., where itis to be ground into 
flour. Henry, Lil., is forty miles above Pe- 
oria, and this wheat will be sent by river— 
the Lllinois. There was some talk about de- 
liveries of wheat on the first. It was said 
that a large amount would be delivered by 
_~ ie Frontie & Bro., who __ hold 
neariy all the stock of Na 2 
wheat here, and who, itis said, have had all 
their elevator receipts “blocked” lately. 
Part of this wheat held by Francis is said to 
be. really owned by J. B. M. Kehlor, the 
miller. it is asserted by other parties that 
very little, if any,wheat will be delivered on 
the first. Corn did not receive much atten- 
tion from speculators. ‘There were some 
offers for July corn, and 434c was bid for it 
at one time, but few gave it any attention at 


all.

CROWNED ORIMINALS. 


A Brief History of the Very Remark- 
able Romanoff Family. 
From the New York World. 


The chief of the House of Romanoff, who 
was formally crowned Czar yesterday, is de- 
scended from a line of divinely favored peo- 

le, celebrated chiefly for murder, filicide, 

nsanity, infidelity and general debauchery. 
Its whole career is stained with blood and 
marked with crime. The founder of the 
house was Michael Feodorovitch, a fierce 
barbarian, who ascended the throne in 1613. 
He was succeeded by his son Alexis, a harm- 
less sort of idiot, who was succeeded by his 
eldest son Feodor, who died in_ 1682, 
After him came his. brother Ivan, 
in the natural succession, but he  be- 
ing a hopeless imbecile he was set aside 
and his half-brother, Peter, was placed upon 
the throne after a brief term of Sophia, a 
sister, in the ency. This was “Pierre le 
Grand,”’ the creator of the Kussian Em- 
pire. Peter wasa man of great strength of 
character and will.

Lefort strolled into the Empire. He was a 
man of education and he had seen the world. 
He attached himself to Peter and in time be- 
came the power behind the throne. One 
day he found a pie-boy singing in the streets, 
and being charmed with his voice he sent 
him to the palace to amuse the Czar. This 
boy. whose name was Menzikoff, became a 
page, and finally a prince anda prime min- 
ister. Together with Lefort he ruled the 
great Peter, save at such times as he hap- 
vened to be in his insane and drunken 
1umors. Lefort used to arrange entertain- 
ments for Peter. Sometimes, after a great 
military victory, the Czar would banquet 
and debauch for a month or two, and at such 
times he occasionally amused himself by 
cutting off the heads of the Strelitzes who 
happened to be in his vicinity. During one 
of the early campaigns against Charles of 
Sweden he captured the town of Marren- 
burg, in Livonia. A young girl who had 
been married the night before toa Swedish 
soldier fell into Russian hands. One of the 
generals made her his mistress, and in 
course of time she came to occupy a similar 
relation to the Czar. 
THE MIST RESS—CZARINA. 

This woman eventually became the Czar- 
ina, for Peter, moved by a signal service ren- 
dered by her in a campaign against the 
Turks, married herrnd placed her by his 
side on his throne. Before ending his life of 
debauchery the Czar Peter caused his son 
Alexis to be put to death on the silly charge 
of treason. 

Catherine I.—the mistress Czarina—did 
not long survive Peter. She was succeeded 
by Peter LI., the son of the murdered Alexis. 
tie died of smali-pox at the immature age of 
seventeen. A grand row ensued touching 
the succession, but it finally fell upon Anne 
lvanovod, daughter of Peter’s imbecile 
brother lvan. er first work was to banish 
to Siberia a lot of nobles who had conspired 
for-the elevation ofthe houses of Dolgouriki 
and Galitzin. Her reign was distinguished 
for its flashy splendor, dissipation and 
debauchery. The court was dis- 
tinguished for corruption. When she died 
she turned over the empire to a lusty nobody 
named Beren, who had been her favorite, 
and he had a brief career as Regent. A sea- 
son of intrigue, bloody plots aud much con- 
fusion followed, which ended fh the ascend- 
ency of Anne Leopoldovna, an indolent, haif- 
witted creature. She was shortly driven off 
the tbrone by the Grand Duchess Elizabeth, 
daughter of Peter the Great. Anne and her 
son were imprisoned and her principal fol- 
lowers were sent to Siberia. The new Czar- 
ina, for the purpose of keeping the crown in 
the family of Peter, adopted the son of her 
sister Anne and proclaimed him heir appar- 
ent under the name of Peter Feodorovitch. 

she provided him a wife in the person of the 

’rincess Sophia of Anhalt-Zerbzt, who after- 
wards became the notorious Catherine LI. 

THE SECOND IMMORAL CZARINA, 

The Czarina Elizabeth waged war against 
Frederick the Great of Prussia, introduced 
French customs and theatricals in Russia, 

' and added materially to the corruption of the 
country. She never married, but she had a 
number of favorites, among them a singer 
named Rosoum, who captivated her with nis 
sweet voice. She finally made him Count 
Razoumofsky, contrary to the strict rules of 
morality and court customs. Elizabeth died 
in time to save the empire from complete 
demoralization. 

A DRUNKEN CZAR. 

She was succeeded by her nephew, the 
randson of Peter the Great, who became 
‘zar under the title of Peter ill, He wasa 

disgraceful blackguard, and his brief reign 
was a shameless one. His mistress was a 
coarse-bred, ignorant creature named Vo- 
ronrof, who had neither wit nor beauty. He 
was drunk the greater part of his life, and 
his treatment of his wile Sophia was dis- 
gracefulin the extreme. In 1762 the dis- 
graced wife appealed to the army and went 
to war with her heartless husband. Deserted 
by his army, be abdicated, went into retire- 
uient near St. Petersburg, and di oon 
after under circumstances 4which in- 
dicated that he was murdered. e 

THE NOTORIOUS CATHERINE 7 

The victorious wife took possession f the 
throne in the name of Catherine LL, and she 
became known in time as the “Russian 
S-miramis.”’ She reigned thirty-four years 
and added both to the territory and military 

glory of Russia. She commanded her aruies 
herself and was by all odds the most intel- 
jectual person that ever sat on the Russian 
throne. Her morais were of the very worst 
quality. She picked her favorites from the 
army, aS a rule, and her private life was 
questionabie in the extreme. Her sensual 
career and her adventures with men whom 
she picked up in obscurity and raised to 

ition and power, only to knock them 
down and return them to obscurity, are ab- 
solutely unfit for publication. But Catherine 
Il. was as brilliant as she was wicked. She 
wrote bookspfilled up her court with intel- 
lectual and "Werary renchmen, and at une 
time had Voltaire chained to her chariot 
wheels. She did much to advance the Em- 
in art and science, but her general in-

His acts have been excused upon 
the ground of “eccentricity,’’ but as a mat- 
ter of fact he was a madman, and history has 
spoken of him as “the Russian Hamilet.”’ He 
died in 1801 while attempting a foolish inva- 
sion of India. His son, Alexander L, suc- 
ceeded him. It was during his reign that 
the Napoleonic wars were carried on. He 
fought the French ogre with great firmness 
and contributed largely to his overthrow. It 
was during the latter part of his reign that 
the secret societies, having for their purpose 
the revolutionizing of Russia, began to be 
formed. Alexander op bitterly every 
step towards a change in the Russian system 
and died a magnificent representative of the 
stolidity, brutality and absolutism of Russia. 
THE LATTER-DAY CZARS. 
Alexander Il. was followed by the Czar 
Nicholas. Under his reign the war of the 
Crimea was carried on. He manumitted the 
serfs and introduced a few reforms, but he 
steadily resisted all appeals for a constitu- 
tional form of government. At his death 
Alexander II. caine to the throne. He was 
a man of rather weak intellect and uncertain 
morals also. He lived on bad terms with 
the Empress. His mistress, the Princess 
Dolgorouki, was powerful In the direction of 
public affairs, and her relations to the Czar 
at one time caused a great scandal. His 
brother, one of the Grand Dukes, was dis- 
graces by his conduct during the late T'urco- 
ussian war, He was publicly convicted of 
stealing the money intended for the 
payment of the army. The assassination of 
Alexander Ll. by the Nihilists in St. Peters- 
burg two years ago is still fresh in the minds 
of newspaper readers. His successor, the 
present geutieman who was crowned at Mos- 
cow yesterday, has shown no particular 
strength or weakness. He has foliowed the 
illustrious exampie of his father, and it is 
said that his relations with the Empress are 
only nominal. He maintains a separate 
household, and the name of the woman who 
shares witn him the honor of directing Rus- 
sian affairs will no doubt be given te the 
world in due season.

Ln 1863 
he visited Egypt, inspected the works of the 
Suez Canal, and made the pilgrimage to 
Mecca. From time to time untounded ru- 
mors have been circulated of Abd-el-Kader’s 
death, and in 1873 obituary notices of tim 
appeared in the leading French aud English 
journais. Lhe Damascus Ccorrespondeut of 
the Levant Heraid, writing on the 29th of 
November, 1873, remarked: On the 3vtb of 
Apyii I informed you that the reported death 
of Abd-el-Kader lad no foundation; in fact, 
lam now happy to ve abie w contradict a 
similar report which has appeared in ali the 
English papers. ‘the great Algerine Chief 
has always been an obstinate man, and he 
now seems as little disposed to fallin with 
the pians of new inventors as he formerly 
was to comply with the requirements of 
French prestige. He kepta very rigorous 
fast, in seclusion, during the Ramazan. but 
he has now returned to his public duties, 
looking very thin and pale, but otherwise in 
excelient bealth and spirits.”

Senor Raymundo that he had attempted to 
commit suicide, and that the real assassin 


was known to Senora Raymundo. 

Vorgas, the boatman, inthe mean time

dangerous, but even then Catherine hesitat- 
ed not to approach him, and found that her 
voice and touch calmed his mind and soothed 
tis pain. So she accompanied him on all 
his journeys and expeditions, deeming her 
presence essential to his comfort, if not to 
iis very existence. 

In March, 1711. he publicly avowed his 
marriage with Catherine, and called upon 
Russia to acknowledge her as Czarina. 

A few months later hostilities were begun 
against him by the Sultan of Turkey, and he 
set forth to meet the Turks. Near the 
Pruth, a river that forms the boundary be- 
tween the Russian and Turkish dominions, 
the two armies encountered each other. The 
position was an unfortunate one for Peter, 
and he found himself completely surrounded 
by troops numbering five times as many as 
his own. 

For three days the Turks endeavored to 
force a passage through the Russian lines, 
unsuccessfully. ‘Then the Grand Vizier, 
commanding the Sultan’s army, resolved to 
starve out the enemy or co™wpel it to sur: 
render. 

Several thousand Russian lines had fallen 
on the battle-fiela: their ammunition and 
provisions were ajwost exhausted ; they suf- 
fered terribly from thirst. Further resist- 
ance seemed both foolish and useless, and 
Peter, in despair, retired to his tent. 

Despite his orders that no one be admitted 
to his presence, Catharine went to him, and 
by her tact and energy, effected tie salva- 
tion of his honor. At her dictation Shere- 
metiet wrote a letter to the Grand Vizier, 
which led to a declaration of peace. The 
story that she gave her jewels and money 
collected from the soldiers, to the Vizier, as 
a bribe, is without foundation. 

On the 10th of February, 1712, she was 

regularly proclaimed Czarina, with consider- 
able pomp and splendor, though the cere- 
mony was less magnificent than it would 
have been save for the disasters of the recent 
war. 
For many years Peter and Catharine lived 
together happilv, but in 1724 there was an 
unpleasantuess which led to their separation, 
caused by certain rumors affecting her integ- 
rity. However, when he died, January 28, 
1725, it was in her arms. 

Immediately after Peter’s death, Catherine 
was prociaimed Empress of ail the Russias. 
The beginning of her reign was marked by 
numerous acts of clemency. She freed many 
prisoners, recalled many who had been ex- 
iled, prevented the execution of not a few 
who had been condemned to death. Nor 
were her friends of former days forgotten. 
She vensioned the widow of Dr. Gluck, who 
died a prisoner at Moscow; made his son a 
page, settled a large annuity upon each of 
his two eldest daughters, and advanced the 
youngest to be one of her raids of honor. 

Her reign was of short duration. She 
died May 27, 1727, of a cancer aggravated by 
her irregular habits and an excessive use of 
wine. it has been asserted that her death 
was caused by poison administered in a cup 
of wine. But there is no reason for believ- 
ing such a report, 

some writers have claimed that a desire 
that one of her own children should su 
to the throne influenced her to embitter the 
Czar’s feelings against Alexis, his son by a 
wiie whom he had divorced; that his son 
was committed to prison, where be died at 
her instigation. She has also been charged 
with causing her husband’s death by poison- 
ing him. Both imputations are false. 

it is not to be presumed that her character 
was wholly free from defects. But, all in 
all, she was one of the noblest, most ex- 
traordinary women that ever lived. So un- 
educated that she could not write her name, 
she possessed traits which would have en- 
abled her to achieve distinction, whatever 


her sphere of live.
